\  banks  of  the  mighty  St.  Lawrence  River.  Nature  has 
been  very  kind  in  donating  such  scenic  beauty  to  the 
town  and  its  surroundings.  The  broad,  clear  river, 
studded  with  the  far  famed  Thousand  Islands,  presents 
an  almost  never  ending  panoramic  view,  which  fairly

in  which  to  live  ?"  Nor  have  the  Brockvilhans  allowed  nature  to  do  all  the  beautifying  of  this  pretty  town.  Handsome 
residences  are  to  be  seen  on  all  sides,  showing  that  the  inhabitants  are  mostly  of  a  well-to-do  class  of  people.  The 
solidity  of  the  business  blocks  tells  very  silently,  yet  forcefully,  of  its  business  interests.  The  broad,  well-paved,  clean 
streets  show  that  business  men  take  an  interest  in,  and  apply  business  methods  to,  the  conducting  of  the  affairs  of  the 
municipality.
